Ü bope none who now hear me need be told, that by 
Coming ſo Chriſt is meant, in Scripture Language, an 
Approach of the Mind and Heart: Being, as the Greek 

Word ſignifies, Proſelytes to his Doctrine, ſubmitting 
to be taught and governed by him, in the Quality of 
Diſciples, and Servants, and Followers. This is here 
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I. Firſt, What thoſe Burthens of Miſety are, which 
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fit to be intimated here by Weariſomneſs, and Labour,
